To Whom It May Concern: 


At Bisset School, we teach two classes of grade 5 and 6 students. In the 2001-2002 
school year, our classes had 29 and 30 students each. These classes took part in the 
School-at-the-Legislature program in January, 2002. 


As teachers, we are always looking out for opportunities for our students to experience 
their learning first hand. We hope to make learning come alive for all students in our 
classes. The School-at-the-Legislature program made these expectations possible. 


During our time at the Legislature, John Perrino worked with us to create an action- 
packed week. Rather than only hearing about the House, students were able to experience 
sitting in seats of the MLAs in the Legislature. They were also able to actually meet the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, seeing and hearing about his fascinating profession. Students 
interviewed various people of the Legislature, from Her Honor the Honorable Lieutenant 
Governor to the people who work in the green houses to find out about their contribution 
to our government. 


During the week, students created news articles and newspapers to record their 
experiences and opinions about our government, meeting a major portion of our 
Language Arts and Social Studies curriculum. This activity also made writing news 
articles more meaningful for these students. 


After taking part in a mock legislature, students had a greater understanding of the 
process of government. The environment and props made their experience so much more 
realistic. Even though this activity could have been completed in the classroom, being in 
this realistic environment had far more impact. 


Personally, we have recommended this program to many other teachers, some of whom 
are fortunate to be able to take part this year. We would hi ghly recommend continuing 
support for School-at-the-Legislature. It is an invaluable resource for students in our 
province.

I'd like to provide you with a few comments regarding the experience of the Public Information Branch with 
the School at the Legislature program. We have had several groups visit us over the past year, and | 
can say without hesitation that it has been a positive experience that all staff have thoroughly enjoyed. 
The students have without fail been bright and polite and have expressed a keen interest in the operations 
of the branch and the Legislative Assembly in general. They generally arrive with a list of well-thought-out 
questions. 


As well as meeting briefly with the acting director, they also spend some time with the subscriptions and 
scrolls clerk, who gives each student an information package about the branch containing sample 
publications in addition to a scroll for the school; meet with the indexer, who shows them how to search 
Hansard on-line; and spend time with a Hansard staffer, when they are given an opportunity to sit at a 
workstation and attempt to input a portion of a Hansard tape.
